well Idaho 
A dynamite bomb was placed at 
his front gate with 
some 
contri- 
vance

by which it exploded 
as be 
entered 
Both 
of 
his 
legs wero 
blown 
off 
but 
he livod 
twenty 
minutes 
There is no reason given 
for tbe outrage 
but it is charged 
to 
some 
member of tbo 
famous 
Inner Circle of the Couer dAlene 
dynamiters 
whom 
he 
prosecuted 
so relentlessly 
in 
1890 
while 
he 
was govornor 
Governor Gooding has sent in a 
fommunioation to 
tho authorities 
of that county and is prcparod 
to 
put the full support of 
tho stato 
behind 
tho 
officials 
in 
rinnina 
down tho perpetrator of the crime 
Tho state will offer the greatest re 
ward possible 
Deceased 
was governor of Idaho 
from 1897 to 
1901 and 
was 
twice 
elected 
Ho was born 
in Iowa 44 
years ago and bad 
been 
in 
Idaho 
since 
1887 
Deceased 
leaves 
a 
widow and throo children 
Gov Gooding 
informed tbe Can ¬ 
yon county officials nnd the state 
to offer a reword of 85000 for the 
apprehension of the murderers
